100,000 ‘REFUGEES 


A Paris message ‘says that the 
Mintstry of Public Works’ onnounces 
that between January 28 = and 
February 2, 43 special trains trans~- 
ported 45,000 Spanish refugees from 
the frontler statlons at Cerbere, Le 
Porthus, and La de Carol into the 
interior of France. It is also an- 
nounced thot several more special 
trains will’ be run for that purpose. 
+ According to the- "Petit Parisien,” 
the Prefecture of the Department of 
Eastern Pyrenees estimated that the 
total number of refugees who have 
crossed the French frontier since the 
mass flight from Catalonia started, 
was about 100,000. Of this number, 
It [Is estimated that 2,000. were men 
Over 65 years of age, 60,000 were 
women, and 13,000 children, 

Of the remaining 25,000, some 
16,000 militiamen nre interned in 
concentration camps, while other 
refugees have found shelter with in- 
habitants of French towns and 
villages near the frontier. 


RAPID ADVANCE 


Meanwhile, says a Barcelona re- 
vort, the Insurgent advance in 
Catalonin continues apace, and Its 
rapidity has astonished even Insurg- 
ent observers, who sce in the capture 
of Gerona, further and decisive proof 
of the disintergration of the Loyalist 
forces in Catalonia, : . : 

Military leaders stress that there 
have been two phases in the Cotalonia 
advance. In the first, General 
Franco's offensive against Barcelona 
was characterised by stubborn resist- 
ance, which obliged the Insurgents to 
recourse to enveloping tactics, In the 
second phase, started since the fall 
of Barcelona, no such tactics have 
been necessary, and Insurgent 
‘columns have been able to go straight 
ohead. towards thelr objectives, 

Figuelas, which is the last place of 
refuge for the Loyalist Government 
is now midway between the advane- 
ing Insurgent troops ond the French 
fronticr.—Trans-Ocean, :

Ten Million 
Refugees 


The Chinese Government's 
National Relief Commission, 
which last spring was raised to 
the status of » Ministry and put 
under the direct charge of Dr. 
Hi. H, Kung, &resident of the 
executive Yuan and Minister of 
Finance, has issued report on 
what it has been able to do, up 
to the end of October, for the 
assistance of no fewer than 10,- 
000,000 refugecs. 

Eight relief districts, each with Sts 
administration offices, have been or- 
qunised, and In each the various 
offices have co-operated’ with the 
Jocnl authorities, pollce, and private 
rellet organisations in solving local 
problems. Through this cooperation. 
it has been possible to tive directly 
fo war refugees remular relief, as 
well as special ald in case of emer- 
yency and relief in the form of 
work. In this way 3,900,000 refugecs 
have been relieved at n cost of 
1,500.000 Chinese dollars (about 
£56,000). : 

Refugees are also given relief In- 
directly through =the Provincial 
Governments. According to the needs 
In each Province the Commission has 
cither appointed special members to 
be stationed there to direct the relicf-. 
giving, or thas made cash appropria- 
tions to the Provincial authorities 
(totalling: $2,000,000 or £75,000) for 
distribution through local orsunisa- 
tions. 

‘To people suffering from air bom- 
bardment relicf is given In the form 
of cash allowances for burlal or 
medieat aid. ‘The number of city 
bombardments thus tnicen note of by 
the Commission fs 3,300, with 37,000 
civilians wounded and 30,000 dead, 
The total of this relief amounts to 
$357,000. : 

The most diMecult type of rellef to 
administer ts that for the people In 
the invaded areas, Various forelgn 
infsstonary organisations and inter- 
natlonnl charity » institutions — have 
been able to accomplish a great deal. 

All in all, the number of persons 
assisted through direct cash appro- 
priatlon ‘of the Commission reaches 
pbout 3,970,000, and that of those 
assisted indirectly through the local 
authorities 2,830,000. . Besides these 
It fa estimated that 3,000,000 refugecs 
have been relleved through private 
charity organisations | subsidised by 
the. Commission. Pies 


‘STARTING A NEW LIFE 


The Commission has established 
325 stations for transporting and 
distributing refugees. Along the 
routes through which they travel and 
at the places of thelr final abode the 
local military and political authori- 
tles have been requested to co- 
operate to secure a systematic and 
appropriate method of dispersion. 
The number of those thus nssisted !s 
well over 200,000, 

Most of these people are cager to 
enrn their own malntenance jf they 
can be given a little necessary ald at 
the start. The two main types of 
work which have been made avail- 
able to them. are reclamation of 
waste lond und various types of 
hendicraft. Particular attention Is 
paid to the rellef and maintenance 
of skilied workmen, for which pur- 
pose a special fund of $1,000,000 
(£37,500) has been set aside, 

Homeless children ore so numer- 
ous that the Commission has in- 
structed all its stations and offices 
to spare no effort in giving them re- 
lief. Children's maintenance camps 
have been established, and the Com-. 
mission is prepared to contribute 
half Che maintenance expenses for 
voluntary Institutlons carryirig on 
such work. : 

In the period under review the 
Commission received $9,000,000 
(£340,000) in grants from the ‘na- 
tlonal Treasury, $437,000 in_contri- 
butions from home, and $143,000 
(25.400) in contributions fram 
abroad.

Patient’s Body 


N the Court_of Appeal recent- 
ly before Lords Justice Scott, 
MacKinnon and Goddard, an 
appeal was brougnt by Dr. R. 2. 
Osborne, resident surgeon at the 


‘Park Hospital, Davyhulme, Man- 


chester, from the award of £616 
33, Gd. damages in the action 
tried at Manchester Assizes be- 
fore Mr. Justice Atkingon and a 
special jury in which the plain- 
tiff was Mrs. Elizabeth Mahon, 
of Hancock Street, Stretford. 


Mr. John Morris, K.C., for Dr. 
Osborne, said the claim by Mrs, 
Mahon was in respect of the death 
ot her son, Thomas Mahon, at, the 
Park Hospital, Davyhulme, ufter an 
nbdominal operation which was per- 
formed by Dr. Osborne in March 
1937. There was no. question at all 
that in the operation a swab. was 
left in the patient's body and no 
issue was contested In the court be- 
low that the leaving of the swab 
caused the death of the patient, 
which occurred after a second opera- 


the evidence was that he was a very 
able surfcon and extremely careful 
and conscientious in his-work. No 
suggestion was made against his 
enpobilities as o surgeon. 


Counsel's submission on behalf of 
Dr. Osborne was that on the ecvi- 
dence he did nothing wrong at all at 
the operation and he was not negli- 
gent, It was not as the result of 
any negligence on his part that the 
swab was Ief{ in Mahon’s body, On 
the other hand, Dr, Osborne did 
everything that was proper for him 
as a surgeon to do. 


“ELABORATE SYSTEM” WENT 
WRONG 


Replying to the Bench, Mr, Morris 
said it was not part of his case to 
throw any blame on anyone else. 
There was, added counsel, an ela- 
borate system at the hospital - of 
counting the swabs at an operation. 
and they were very carefully checked 
before and after the operation. ° 


“Undoubtedly someone made a 
mistake,” sald Mr, Morris, “and the 
evidence is that there wos a 
count somewhcre at sometime by 
someone. But s0 far as the operat- 
ing surgeon is concerned, my case is 
that he had done nothing wrong. He 
conducted this operation just tho 
some as he had condu other 

rations of the some kind, and ha 

jd nothing different from what he 
ordinarily does, He has done 
nothing which, In a medical sense, 
wag wrong, or careless or negligent." 


The real issue in the case,. sald 
Mr. Morris, was: Did Dr.. Osborne 
mako a reasonable search for swabs? 
His contention was that there was 
no evidence on which the jury could 
find that the surgeon did not make 
such. a search.

A NEW type of secondary school 
may come into being if recommenda- 
ions of the Consultative Committee 
fo the Board of Education are 
adopted. 

In its report, published recently by 
the Stationery Office, 3s. Gd, net, the 
committee recommends establishment 
of “technical high schools to take 
selected boys at 11 years of age and 
provide a five-years course.” 


MORE FREEDOM NEEDED 

Curricula at these schools for the 
fivst two years would be similar to 
courses at other secondary schools. 
Luter—the committee says that edu- 
cation in the pust has been too aca~ 
demic—the course would follow more 
modern lines, with science as its cen- 
tral feature. 

It is olso sugested that a new type 
of interna) examination might be in- 
stituted for these schools, with a 
leaving certificate to be taken at 16. 

Greater freedom in the curricula 
of grammar schools and allowance 
for the development of Individual 
tustes and capacities of pupils are 
also ndvocated by the committee. It 
stresses, too, the importance of good 
teaching of English in) grammar 
schools. é 

Ultimately ‘it looks forward to a 
single national system of schools for 
pupils between 11 and 16. Varied 
types of schools existing would then 
be under one secondary code. .

In the sub- 
ject of Chinese, we adopted the sug- 
festion of Prof, Hsu Ti-shan = and 
used his selection of Chinese essays 
as a supplement to our Chinese text 
books. We introduced also’ many 
Innovations tn the teaching of this 
subject, with a view to obtaining 
better results.

Oil Magnate Dies - 
In Europe 


London, Feb. &, 

A report from: The Hague tn- 
mounces the denth of Sir Henri 
Deterding, ofl magnate, head of the 
Royal Dutch combination which in- 
cludes the, Aslotic Petroleum Com- 
pany, who died at St, Moritz, Swit- 
zerland.—Reutcr. 


Henr! W. A. Deterding, tho oll 
magnate, was borti at Rotterdam In 
August 1866, the fourth son of o 
sen-coptain. From 1882 to 1088 he 
was a clerk in the Tweentsche Bank. 
He then entered the service of. the 
Nederlandsche — Handelsmaatschappy, 
being stationed in Sumatra. Later 
he became manager’ of the. firm's 
Penang branch. 


It was then that tho’ oll industry 
begun to develop in Sumatra. — Jig 
ploncer,’ Kessler, ‘in 1896 Induced 
Deterding “to join the Koninkljke 
Nederlundsche ‘Petroleum My, (the 
Royal Dutch). 


After Kessler's death Deterding 
became its chairman on Kessler's 
Instructions, In 1901 he succeeded 
in bringing about a combine of all 
the off concerns Jn the Far East, and 
in’ 1903 a common selling concern, 
the Asiatle Petroleum Co,, of which 
he was Chairman, was started, 


In his struggle with Rockefeller 
and Standard Oil, Deterding enlisted 
the co-operition of Slr Marcus 
Samuel (later Lord Bearsted) then 
an importer of shells. Thus the 
Shell Transport Co. became part of 
the grent Royal Dutch-Shell com- 
bine. 

Rockefeller flooded \Asin with oll 
sold far below cost, and fave away 
8,000,000 Inmps, but in them the 
Chincse burned Sir H. Deterding's 
oil, Later he defeated Standard Oil 
in Mesopotamia, held his ground in 
Europe, and secured a firm hold on 


25,000 yuan, Ag they failed to show tthe immense oll resources of Vene-

of their very nature they endanrer 
falth or morals. It is our duty as 
Catholics to give complete obedience 
to that legislation. By obcying the 
Church we are obeying Christ, There 
can be and should be no question of 
compromise, 

The dangers of such reading: as ig 
forbldden are too great to admit of 
any compromise. Every inducement 
to read is given by the world through 
mayazines, novels, papers and 
Periodicals beautifully Produced, but 
We cannot afford to play with such 
inducements, Our. human’ nature is 


‘| too weak, and often our intellectual 


equipment is {oo imperfect to allaw 
us to risk the ‘strain which such 
publications put on our Faith and on 
her moral. Jifé. We may see no harm 
in it, but “he who despises small 
things will fall by Mttle ang little.” 
We have taken an oath of allegiance 
to God. We must do nothing which 
would wealcen that allegiance, 


Positive Reading 


Mere avoidance of dangerous read~ 
Ing 1s not enough. We must do 
something positive, something to build 
up our intellectual, spiritual and 
militant. lives as. Catholics -if- we-ore 
to be efficient soldiers in the service 
of Christ. 

There are too many people to-day 
who, on account of the reading they 
do or of the reading they should 
but do not do, become mere listeners 
4 the conversation gocs above the 
sphere of the trivinl or of gossip, 
They connot take their rightful place 
in the intellectual life of the com- 
munity. We-owe it to ourselves, to 
our children, to the Church of which 
We are members, to ensure that we 
do take our rightful place. We can 
ensure that by reading which 
stimulates thought ond gives know- 
ledge. It need not be all serious 
teading. There are novels, blograp- 
hics, histories, sclentific treatises and 
magazines written in a popular style, 
which" are clean’ ond worthwhile, 
which can be had in abundance, We 
should make a habit of devoting some 
short tlme each day to the reading 
of those books. 

That, however, is not enough. We 
ére not merely intellectuals, We 
have a spiritual life that must be 
fostered. As our bodles demand food, 
so does that lfc. We should, there- 
fore, cultivate the habit of teading 
books which treat of spiritual things, 
of God, the ‘soul, man’s - destiny, 
Christ's work for man, and fill our 
minds with thoughts which will in- 
fluence our-splritual life, help us In 
our practices of devotion, and Iead 
ts nearer to God. It {s wonderful 
what a mere ten minutes’ of such 
reading cach day will do in the short 
space of one ‘year, ' 2 

We must go further still and pre- 
pare ourselves to meet the attacks 
which are being launched against God 
ond Tis Church ‘ and all that they 
stand for.

This village is but an hour's 
journey from Macao by car. 

After reconnoitring, the planes des- 
cended to a low altitude and made 
for two motor-buses belonging to the 
Ket Kwan Motor Bus Co. who main- 
tain a fleet of vehicles running be- 
tween Macao and Shekki. Before the 
Passengers of the buses had time to 
make for shelter in the adjacent 
country-side, the Japanese aircraft 
opehed a deadly fre with their ma- 
chine guns, killlng three passengers 
and wounding four others. 

Immediately after this, a motor-car 
of the Nam Va Garage of Macao be- 
came the target of the Japancse 
machine-guns. The driver, Tang 
Wing, was mortally wounded by a 
bullet which penctrated his chest. 
Among the passengers, two women 
and a child were inflicted with 
injuries from the bullets. The un- 
fortunate victims were taken to the 
hospital in the vichnity.

The job now was to make prepara- 
tions just ug ‘complete for dealing 
with incendiary! and high-explosive 
bombs. 

After dealiig with the satisfactory 
nature of the plans for dealing with 
incendiary bombs, he sald a practical 
policy for shelter ngalnst high cx- 
plosives needed three primary condl- 
tions, 

“Firstly,” he said. “no plan would 
be satisfactory which made provision 
only for a proportion of those likely 
to be exposed to substantial risk, Our 
aim must therefore be to provide, in 
the areas vulnerable to — attack, 
shelters which are well distributed 
over the area and are easily accessible 
on receipt of an‘air-raid warning. So 
far as possible, people must be given 
this protection in or near thelr homes 
and in ar near thelr places of em- 
ployment. : 

“Ssecondly, we must recognise ‘that 
against high’ explosive there can be 
no 100 per cent. protection; Shelters, 
proof ayuinst a direct hit, are not 
practicable, at any rate as part of a 
shurt-term policy, : 

“Apart from the diMcultics and 
deluys involved in any extensive 
scheme for deep, bomb-proof shelters, 
I do not think we are prepared to 
adapt a large proportion of our people 
to live, and maintain their productive 
cupacity, Jn a troglodyte existence 
deep underground. What we can, 
and must, provide Is not bomb-proof 
shelters, but adequate protection 
against splinters and blast and against 
the fall of debris.

Park Hospital, Davyhulme, after an 
nbdominal -operatlon which was per- 
formed by Dr. Osborne in- March 
1937. There was no question at all 
that in the operation a swab was 
left in the patient's body and no 
issue was contested in the caurt be-

HISELERS of as many 

300,000 years ayo have been 
playing a wel)-sustained hoax on 
modern archaeologists and geo 
logists.

Some which were found in a 
sandstone formation in a south- 
ern state in America recently 
led to the hypothesis that they

The Smithsonian Institute scouts 
thig theory, however, and as- 
serts the apparent footprints are 
not impressions of any foot but 
rather are skillful Indian car- 
vings. They occur in rocks 
from the James River of 
Virginia to the foothills of the 
Rocky Mountains and have been 
a subject of controversy for a 
hundred years. ;

NAMING the KING'S SHIPS. 


GAAALTA: H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth 
arrived.” The  stutement_ is 
often seen In the daily Press. But 
why should the ship be H.M.S. Queen 
Elizabeth? So the question” arises: 
Who gives the King’s ships the names 
by which they shall be known 
throughout their carecrs? 

When Sir Samucl Hoare, the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, announced 
that the two first battleships to be 
built under the naval rearmament 
programme were to be named H.M.S. 
"King George V." and H.M.S. “Prince 
af Wales," he spoke of those names 
having been chosen by the King, For 
such important units of ‘the future 
fleet one can imagine that the’ King 
would choose the names, But 
naturally in the case of small craft, 
guch ag, river gunboats, submarincs or 
us, the hames, having been chosen, 
would be submitted to his Majesty 
for final approval. - coer es eee 

. * * 

If one looks through the Navy List 
one finds that certain classes of ships 
bear names which are in some way 
similar to one another. For {nstance, 
the names of the two nircraft carriers 
which are to be built havo the 
termination “ous,” which has become 
associated with aircraft carriers 
through the Glorlous,, Furious, and 
Courageous. In the same way the 
destroycrs of the ordinary type are to 
have names beginning with ‘J"; the 
minelaying submarine is to be named 
after a denizen of the deep; and the 
larger destroyers of the “Tribal!” 
class are, obviously,, to be named 
after tribes to be found in the British 
Empire. 

Even if one concedes a_ traditlon 
whereby ships of a certaln class are 
to bear names of a certain § type— 
be ft alphabetical or racial—there 
remains the question of how these 
things ore decided.

But, shorn of oficial mystery, the 
process ts us follows. There is in tho 
Admiralty a “Naming Comittee," 
which, although It docs not remain in 
being, is available whenever the 
question of naming new ships is to 
the fore, The Commitice has at ita 
disposal all manner of historical and 
traditional data, The influence of 
this is casy to see in the names given 
to new ships. More often thon not 
the names allotted are those which 
have Ngured in the Navy List off ond 
on for centuries, 

Among the names just announced 
for ships to be built, three are notable 
for their. historleal — associations. 
H.MLS, Edinburgh is to be ene of ¢ 
new large cruisers.- The-tirst -Edin- 
burgh was a ship belonging to the 
Scots Navy, Inunched in) 1707, and 
entering service on the very day of 
the Union between Scotland and 
England, 

The namo Jupiter is to be borne by 
one of the new destroyers. The first 
Jupiter was captured from the Dutch 
at the battle of Schooneveld in May, 
1673, The career of this ship in the 
English Navy was shortlived, for she 
was recaptured by the Dutch the same 
day.. The second Jupiter was also 
nu prize, being a_ French privateer 
captured by the British in 1762,

" Oil Magnate Dies 
In Europe 


London,, Feb. 5. 

A report from The ngue on- 
nounces the death of SIr Henri 
Deterding, oll magnate, head of the 
Royal Dutch combination which iIn- 
cludes the Aalntic Petroleum Com- 
pany, who died at St. Moritz, Swit- 
zerland.—Reuter,. 


Henrl W. A. Deterding, the oll 
mapnate, was born nt Rotterdam in 
August 1866, the fourth son of o 
sea-captain. From 1682 to 18898 he 
was a clerk In the Tweentsche Bank. 
He then entered the service of the 
Nederlandsche Handetsmaatschappy, 
being stationed in Sumatra, Later 
he became mannger. of the firm's 
Penang branch. 


It -was then that the. oil industry 
began to develop in Sumatra, Its 
pioneer, Kessler, in 1696 Induced 
Deterding to Join, the Koninklijke 
Nederlandsche Petroleum My, (the 
Royal Dutch). 

After Kessler’s death Deterding 
became * its chairman on Kessler's 
instructlons. In 1901 he succeeded 
in bringing bout a combine of all 
the ofl concerns in the Far East, and 
tn 1903 4% common selling concern, 
the Asiatle Petroleum Ca., of which 
he was Chalrmaon, was. started, 


In_his struggle with Rockefeller 
nnd Standard OU, Deterding enlisted 
the co-operation of Sir Marcus 
Samuel (Inter Lord Beursted) then 
an importer of shells. Thus the 
Shell Transport Co, became part of 
the preat Royal Duteh-Shell- com- 
bine.

Christ throush His Church has

We have taken an oath of allegiance 
to God. We must do nothing which 
would wealcen that allegiance,

There are too many people to-day 
who, on uccount of the reading they 
do or of the reading they should 
but do not do, become mere stencrs 
i’ the conversation gocs above the 
sphero of the trivia! or of gossip. 
They cannot take thelr rightful, place 
In the intellectual life of the com- 
munity. We owe it to ourselves, to 
our children, ta the Church of which 
we are members, to ensure. that we 
do take our rightful place. We can 
ensure that by reading which 
stimulates thought and glvcs know+ 
ledge. It need not be all serious 
reading. There are novels, bingrap- 
hies, histories, scientific treatises and 
magazines written in a popular style, 
which ure clean and worthwhile, 
which can be had in abundance. We 
should make a habit of devoting some 
short time each day to. the reading 
of those books. : 

That, however, is not enough, 
219 not merely intellectuals, We 
have -a spiritual Ufe that must be 
fostered. As our bodics demand food, 
so does that life. We should, there- 
fore, cultivate the habit of reading 
books which treat of spiritual things, 
of God, the soul, mon’s destiny, 
Christ’s work for man, and fill our 
minds with thoughts which wil} in- 
fluence our splritual life, help us in 
our practices of devotion, and lead 
us nearer to God. It is. wonderful 
what a mere ten minutes of such 
reading cach day will do Jn the short 
space of one year, 

We must go further still and pro- 
pore ourselves to meet the attacks 
which are being Inunched against God 
nnd His Church and all that they 
-fand for. We are soldicrs who must 
at all times be ready to defend our 
position, for it is o posttion well 
worth defending. 

To do all three we must read and 
read wisely. We must not make the 
excuse so often heard that we cannot 
get the necessary books or Mtcrature, 
We can .get them, and that without 
any inconvenience to . ourselves, 
That {s precleoly what the Catholle 
Truth Soclety la for, why it bas been 
established amongst us. It will get 
us whatever we need to make us 
useful soldiers in.the service-of God.

Sea Shell Collecting 
Has Interesting 
Sequel In Hongkong 


On the floor of the ocean In the 
Philippines Ves a dirty shell flercely 
guarded by an occupant belonging, to 
the octopus family. On the fourth 
floor of the “Morning: Post” building 
is arrayed a collection of those same 
shells transformed by artists into 
little masterpicces of brush :worls. 

The ‘story behind this exhibition, 
which will continue for three days, 
is the story of the far-sighted enter- 
prise of Mr, John Wooster, of San 
Francesco, and of the commendable, 
disinterested support of the Hong- 
kong Working: Artists’: Gulla. - = 


After a varied career which toole 
him Into most places in the world, 
Mr. Wooster landed in Peiping just 
before the present war to buy 
oriental art goods for an ‘mportinig 
Arm he had established “in San 
Francisco, The war cheeked this 
venture and Mr, Wooster came south 
16 Hongkong and then to the Philip- 
pines, ' 


‘In othe Philippines he visited 
Dumaguette, about flve miles south of 
Manila, and met the chambered 
nautilus—and possibly hls fortune, 

Curled like the end of 1 saxophone, 
the nautilus provides its irritable 
tenant with a perfect submarine 
organism, This permits him to All 
certain chambers with water or 
empty them, so that he may sink to 
safety on the bed of the ocean or rise 
at will, His bite Is deadly, but when 
his shell Is grasped in one spot he is 
ag helpiess as an overturned turtle, 


1,000 SHELLS A FORTNIGHT 


Mr. Wooster immedlately realised 
that he “had something.” Wearing 
diving glasses, he himself diligently 
explored tiie ocean bed until he had 
some iden of the shell resources and 
then sect Filipino divers to. work for 
him. The result is that, at a word 
from him, os many as 50 divers czn 
be sect to work gathering shells. This 
means the dispossession of about 
1,000 angry sea slugs in a fortnight. 

Next came the problem of cleaning 
the shells, Mr. Wooster found that a 
native took o day to ¢lean one: now, 
by a chemical process, 200. cnn be 
cleuned In a morning,
